□ Copies of prescriptions for medical 
equipment, supplies, and medications* 

□ Extra contact lenses and supplies or 
glasses* 

□ Extra batteries for hearing aids, 
communication devices* 



□ Special dietary foods and 
supplies* 

□ Manual wheelchairs and other 
necessary equipment* 

□ Ask your physician or 
pharmacist about storing 
prescription medications that must 
be refrigerated. 

□ Have a cooler and ice on hand 
for this purpose.
